Claims 1, 10, 12,15 and 18 are allowed. 

The prior art fails to disclose an adaptive bit loading block to select a first 
puncturing pattern having a first number of output coded bits for a first subcarrier or 
subband of the plurality of subcarriers or subbands, the adaptive bit loading block to 
select a second puncturing pattern having a second number of output coded bits for a 
second subcarrier or subband of the plurality of subcarriers or subbands, the first 
number of output coded bits is different than the second number of output coded bits; 
and a mapping block to map a coded and punctured bit stream output from the 
puncturing block to one or more subcarrier symbols for each of the plurality of 
subcarriers or subbands, the first subcarrier or subband and the second subcarrier or 
subband are mapped to a set of the one or more subcarrier symbols.
